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ABSTRACT : 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a foot washing 
mat by which the sole or the side of a foot is 
easily washed. 

SOLUTION: On the upper face of a base body 1 
placed on a floor, a pair of parallel flat parts 2 
is formed, as is an upright part 3 which stands on 
both sides of each flat part 2. A large number of 
elastic bristles 6 are planted on each of the flat 
parts 2 and the upright parts 3, while a great 
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number of through-holes 4 are provided by 
penetrating the base body 1 vertically. In order 
to wash feet, they are placed on the flat parts 1 
soaked with a foamy detergent, and moved back and 
forth with warm water pouring while suitably 
brought into contact with upright parts 3 at the 
side; as a result, dirt and stains stuck to the 
sole or the side of a foot are rubbed off through 
the friction with the bristles 6 and flowed down 
to the lower part of the base body 1 through the 
through-holes 4 together with the detergent and 
warm water. 
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
